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Academic Senate debates pushing for 
transparency in CSULB presidential search 


Faculty have become 
concerned about the 
search process.

Tomorrow’s Academic Senate meet- 
ing may see Cal State Long Beach decide 
to formally request transparency in the 
search for its next university president. 

As the beginning of the search rap- 
idly approaches, the issue of whether 
finalist presidential candidates will be 
required to attend a public forum with 
the campus community has become a 
growing concern and debate among 


faculty throughout CSULB. 

A decision on this potential require- 
ment must be reached at tomorrow’s 
meeting so that, if passed, the request 
can be sent to the Trustees Commit- 
tee for the Selection of the President 
(TCSP) before it holds an on-campus 
public forum later this month. At the 
forum, the search committee will hear 
the campus community’s input on what

Cal State Long Beach’s second 
Greek Cup is right around the corner, 
arriving with a few tweaks designed to 
include cultural fraternities and sorori- 


ties in this year’s competition. 

Last year, cultural fraternities and 
sororities felt out of the running for the 
Greek Cup. 

“I talked about it with our execu- 
tive board and asked if they knew if 
we actually competed,” said Terrence 
Sanvictores, vice president of Cultural 
Greek Council and member of Zeta 
Epsilon Tau. “We didn’t know if we 
were a part of it.” 

The director of marketing for 
CSULB athletics Sei Furutani, how- 
ever, said the Greek Cup has always 
been open to any fraternity or sorority

ASI reaches

ASI officers give 
presentations 

to students 
throughout campus.

Associated Students Inc. is 
targeting 50 classrooms and 100 
clubs. 

The ASI Senate passed two 
resolutions last week that will re- 
quire all ASI officers to reach out 
to students in 50 classes in 50 days 
and students in 100 clubs in 100 
days. 

Officers will give presentations 
in 50 different classes and 100 dif- 
ferent clubs in an effort to inform 
students about ASI and the servic- 
es available to them. 

ASI Vice President Jonathon 
Bolin, who authored the reso- 
lutions, said he hopes students 
will engage with ASI and offer 
feedback to communicate their 
needs. 

“Tt want [students’] opinions,” 
he said. “I want your criticisms, 
concerns. I want to know what stu- 
dents are thinking.” 

Bolin said the initiatives date 
back to the first day of school, 
with completion of the 50 classes 
initiative due Nov. 1 and the 100 
clubs initiative due Feb. 14. He said 
he expects to achieve the target 
amount of outreach long before the 
deadlines. 

All ASI officers, including 
members of the legislative, execu- 
tive and judiciary branches, will 
participate in the initiatives, which 
aim to encourage students to par- 
take in extracurricular activities 
that suit their interests as well as 
spread awareness about ASI, Bolin 
said. 

College of Health and Human 
Services Senator Kelly Bowen 
said she hopes to educate many 
students in her college through the 
initiatives. 

“A lot of students don’t know 
what ASTI is, or what [ASI] can do 
to help them,” Bowen said. “By 
going to the different organiza- 
tions and classes, we just wanted 
to promote ASI awareness and tell 
the students there are people that 
represent you.” 

Bowen said another reason 
many students might not be ac- 
tive on campus could be because 
CSULB is primarily a commuter

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organization, cultural included. This 
year, adjustments will be made to the 
competition’s point and sign-in system 
to accommodate the cultural fraterni- 
ties and sororities. 

To help boost attendance even more, 
the athletics department has added a 
fall prize, a catered dinner at Legends 
on Second Street. 

The grand prize at the end of the 
year will include, as in the past, a tro- 
phy and a banner with the winner’s 
name. The banner will be hung in the 
Walter Pyramid for the following aca- 
demic year. 

As for the point system, Furutani 
describes it as being in a little “influx” 
at the moment. 

“We are trying to find this middle 
ground so that the competition is fair 
to everybody,” Furutani said. 

Just as in last year’s competition, 
a fraternity or sorority will earn 
One point for each member in atten- 
dance at a sporting event. This year, 
though, additional bonus points will 
be allocated for the percentage of the 
group that comes out, Furutani said. 
This means that if an organization 
has five members and all five show 
up to an event, the 100 percent at- 
tendance will be worth a total of 100 
bonus points. 

Furutani said the percentage-based 
points should make the competition 
fair for both large and small Greek 
organizations, making the ones with 
fewer members still able to compete. 

Another step toward fairness will be 
a transition from sign-in sheets to stu- 
dent ID scanners at the Pyramid and 


other home events, Furutani said. He is 
hoping this improvement will provide 
an accurate count of the number of 
members present at an event from each 
Greek chapter. 

Sanvictores said there is more of an 
incentive for cultural Greek organiza- 
tions to participate this year knowing 
that the competition should be fairer. 

“We definitely like being includ- 
ed,” Sanvictores said. “It’s good to 
know that they’re reaching a hand out 
to us.” 

Brandon Ratner, senator-at-large 
and member of Pi Kappa Phi fraternity, 
said the inclusion of the cultural frater- 
nities and sororities would strengthen 
unity in the Greek system. 

“I think, especially with the addi- 
tion of the cultural [organizations it is 
going to create a bigger pool of com- 
petition,” Ratner said. “It will have a 
positive impact because they are ulti- 
mately supporting athletics.” 

The fraternity or sorority with the 
most points at the end of year will also 
receive 50 points toward its score for 
Greek Week, a week-long event in 
which teams of fraternities and sorori- 
ties compete to raise the most money 
for charity. 

All of the proceeds from Greek 
Week will go to Camp One Heartland, 
a camp for children affected by AIDS. 

“From what I’ve heard, the Greeks 
are really competitive,” Furutani said. 
He also said he hopes the involvement 
of the cultural Greek organizations 
will increase the level of competition 
and that he is looking forward to the 
Greek Cup this year. 

The Greek Cup is scheduled to kick 
off with the women’s volleyball match 
against Hawaii at 8 p.m. on Oct. 4 in 
the Walter Pyramid. 
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D.C. gunman reportedly heard 
voices, had a checkered past 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — A day 
after a bloody rampage at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard left 13 dead in the 
nation’s capital, troubling new details 
emerged Tuesday about the psycho- 
logical state of gunman Aaron Alexis. 

Among the revelations: Alexis le- 
gally purchased a Remington 870 
12-gauge shotgun Saturday in Lorton, 
Va. A new police report said Alexis 
was hearing voices, and Navy officials 
said the former Navy reservist had at 
least five military infractions. 

Alexis apparently passed all the back- 
ground checks required in Virginia to buy 
the weapon. That raised new questions 
because of two prior arrests for gun-relat- 
ed incidents in the states of Washington 
and Texas and, more importantly, what 
appears to have been a psychotic break lit- 
tle more than a month before the killings. 

An Aug. 7 police report from the New- 
port Police Department in Rhode Island 
released Tuesday afternoon said officers 
were dispatched to a Marriott hotel for 
a harassment report from Alexis. When 
they spoke to him, he explained that he’d 
been in an argument before boarding a 
flight from Virginia and that two men 
and a woman were sent to follow him and 
“and keep him awake by talking to him 
and sending vibrations into his body.” 

The report said Alexis said he “first 
heard them talking to him through a 
wall while at the Residence Inn.” 

The officer’s report said the naval 
station police were notified and local 
police were advised that there would

be a follow-up to determine whether 
Alexis, a reservist until 2011, was ac- 
tually a defense contractor. 

The Navy announced Tuesday that it 
was conducting a review of its security 
clearance procedures. A senior Pentagon 


official confirmed that Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel would order a review of 
physical security and access at all Defense 
Department installations worldwide.

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Eye-witnesses to speak about 
turmoil, protests in Egypt, Turkey

The Middle Eastern studies pro- 
gram is bringing the ongoing political 
unrest in Egypt and Turkey into dis- 
cussion today on campus. 

Director of the Middle Eastern 
studies program Houri Berberian 
said she organized the discussion 
with the hopes of informing students 
about the conflicts in both countries 
and providing them with the per- 
spectives of people who witnessed 
them firsthand. 

“T hope students will leave the event 
with a clearer understanding of the con- 
flicts as well as an appreciation of their 
complexity,” Berberian said via email. 


One of the guests expected to at- 
tend is Asli Bali, a law professor at 
University of California, Los Angeles, 
who was in Turkey during the protests. 
Bali will explain the events in Egypt 
and Turkey while putting them both 
into -regional and international con- 
text, according 
to Berberian. 

Berberian said 
Cal State Long 
Beach history 
professor Ali Ig- 
men and gradu- 
ate adviser in the 
physical therapy 
department Olfat 
Mohamed will 
give their own 
accounts of the 
events they wit- 
nessed abroad in June and July. 

“The combination of an expert’s 
views with those who experienced 
the events ... should provide students 
with fresh insight into the successes 
and failures, as well as hopes and dis- 
appointments, of a region in crisis,” 
Berberian said.

A surge of mass protests in July led to 
the overthrow of former Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mohammed Morsi by the country’s 
military. Recently, the military-run 
government has been cracking down 
on pro-Morsi protests that have seen 
a number of arrests and shootings, ac- 
cording to the Los 
Angeles Times. 

The protests in 
Turkey began in 
June when police 
moved in on pro- 
testors who were

Istanbul’s —_ Gezi 
Park, which ul- 
timately led to 
further anti-gov- 
ernment protests 


and police action, 
according to the LA Times. 

“What happens in another corner of the 
globe affects and even pierces our lives in 
unprecedented ways,” Berberian said. “I 
believe that in such a world, it is to our ad- 
vantage to be informed and curious.” 

The discussion will begin at 5:30 
p.m. in the Hall of Science, Room 103.

“{Students] don’t stay on campus a 
lot, so they may not be familiar with the 
resources that they can utilize ... so a 
lot of people just come to class and then 
leave, and they’re not really involved or 
anything,” she said. 

Some of the organizations ASI plans 
to encourage students to join include 
ASI Communications, Beach Team, the 
Daily 49er and K-Beach radio, accord- 
ing to Bowen. 

Students who want to learn more 
about ASI are also asked to join Beach 
Team, a program in which students can 
shadow members of ASI and learn more 
about how the organization works, Bo- 
lin said. 

College of Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics Senator Anh Tran said 
that although all officers are expected 
to participate in the initiative, there is 
no minimum requirement for the num- 
ber of presentations officers must per- 
form. 

Tran said ASI will track which 
classes will be visited by ASI of- 
ficers so more students can be 
reached. The presentations, which 
will be about four to five minutes 
in length, are designed to introduce 
students to ASI, provide important 
contact information and other help- 


ful resources. 

“At every turn, every corner, we’re 
hoping to reach out to the students,” 
Tran said. 

ASI Chief of Staff Joseph Phillips 
said he feels confident that ASI officers 
will reach out to more than 50 classes 
in 50 days, and more than 100 clubs in 
100 days. 

“In the years before, there really 
was no connection outside of maybe 
‘Coffee with the President,” Phillips 
said, referring to an event put on by 
former ASI President Lucy Nguyen. 
“Now it’s more [about] getting ASI in 
your face, so you know what’s avail- 
able to you and exactly where your 
fees are going.” 

Phillips said he thinks students who 
don’t participate in ASI events aren’t 
taking full advantage of what’s avail- 
able to them. 

“We all pay the ASI fee,” Phillips 
said. “Essentially, if you aren’t partak- 
ing in the stuff that ASI puts on, and 
you’re not joining up, then those fees 
you're just paying. It will help you in 
the long run. A college degree isn’t go- 
ing to get you a job. It’s going to be 
what you do outside of school.” 

While some senators have already 
spoken in classes and with organiza- 
tions, ASI President John Haberstroh 
said he is finalizing details with a com- 
mittee to organize when and where 
senators and other ASI officers will be 
speaking.

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made the final decision on which candi- 
dates will go before the full Board, many 
CSULB faculty have become concerned 
that they might not know who the can- 
didates are until the final choice for the 
presidential position is already made. 
Member-at-Large of the Academic 


Senate Executive Committee and author 
of the proposal for the request for trans- 
parency Norbert Schurer said that he 
completely disagrees with the changes. 
“T think that’s a disservice to the 
.campus, and I think that’s a disservice 
to the candidates,” Schurer said. “We 
want a president who understands our 
campus, and the first step in that is for 
us to reach out to the candidates and for 
the candidates to reach out to us. The 


kind of official campus visit that has 
historically been the case is the perfect 


forum to do that, and it’s a shame that 
that’s not happening the way it used to.” 

On the other hand, Interim CSULB 
President Donald Para said he thinks the 
presidential search process should remain 


closed because pre-hiring publicity could 


deter potential qualified applicants, who 
are already employed in high-ranking 
administrative positions, from applying. 
According to Para, the character and 
professional experience of the candi- 
dates and the full Board’s final decision 
is what’s most important for CSULB. 


“I also think the person coming in 
has to embrace the concept of being a 
high quality, low-cost institution. They

have to really want that to continue, 


Para said. “They have to be a person 
who is not only student friendly but 
who understands that, on our campus, 
there is a shared governance process 
that includes students, as well as fac- 


ulty and staff and unions, étc.” 


Over the course of his more than 47 
years at CSULB, Academic Senator for 
the College of Liberal Arts David Hood 
has seen presidents come and go, but 


he can’t remember seeing a CSULB 


administrator that was appointed with- 
out meeting faculty first. Hood said he 


thinks such meetings are necessary. 
“We did that in the past and, frankly, I 


think President [F. King] Alexander was a 


good choice,” Hood said. “To say that they 
can’t meet today because good people are 
not going to apply bothers me a little bit. I 
think that it’s disingenuous.” 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said the 
reasons for the change had to do with 
confidentiality concerns in the search 
process and

position and campus descriptions and 
any advertisement of the position,” but 
“the TCSP is the ultimate body to make 
the final decisions,” according to the 
CSU website. 

According to Fallis, if the proposal is 
passed, the request should be sent to the 
TCSP because the de- 
cision to involve stake- 
holder groups, such as 
the campus commu- 
nity, in ways other than 
the ACTCSP, is made at 
the TCSP’s discretion. 

“The chief concern 
of the CSU is that 
your president in the 
end is the best presi- 
dent we could have 
possibly found for 
that position and any- 
thing that might limit 
our ability to find that 
best person in the end 
is something we want 
to try to avoid if we 
can,” Fallis said. “So, we’re hoping to 
allow for some flexibility so that those 
two committees working together can 
make a determination about what is 
needed in this particular case.” 

The on-campus public forum with 
the TCSP will be held on Sept. 30, al- 
though the time and place have yet to 
be announced.

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OF A LONG BEACH STATE VOLLEYBALL TOURNAMENT 


It’s an email sent to 

every Division I wom- 
en’s volleyball head coach in the country, in- 
viting them to bring their teams to The Beach 
for one of the multiple tournaments Long 

Beach State hosts each year. 

LBSU women’s volleyball assistant coach 
Matt Ulmer, who arranges the schedule for 
the 49ers each year, said LBSU is able to host 
two or three tournaments annually because 
many teams have players from Southern Cali- 
fornia on their rosters. 

“I try to appeal to their wanting to bring 
their kids home to be seen in front of their 
home crowds,” he said. “This past year, I per- 
sonally emailed every head coach in the coun- 
try ... asking to bring their kids home or to 
see if they wanted to bring their team out to 
Southern California.” 

Ulmer got a good response for this year’s 
schedule, as The Beach is playing host to seven 
out-of-state teams over three tournaments. Of 
those seven teams, five have players from South- 
ern California on their rosters. College of Charles- 
ton, which hails from South Carolina and played 
in last week’s Long Beach State/LMU Tourna- 
ment, has a player from Manhattan Beach and 
another from Phelan in the High Desert. 

Oregon State, which will visit the Walter 
Pyramid for the Long Beach State Baden Clas- 
sic this weekend, leads the pack with three So- 
Cal Natives. All of them are regular starters. 

While the local ties help, they’re not the only 
reason teams come to The Beach. Like Hawaii, 
Long Beach is in an attractive geographic set- 
ting. It can be a nice change for players from a 
school like Illinois, where beaches are about as 
common as unicorns. 

Ulmer said that some teams, such as LBSU 
Baden Classic participant Prairie View A&M, 
contact him first about coming out to Southern 
California. 

“Prairie View came in two years ago and 
wanted to come back,” he said. “They really 
enjoyed [LBSU head coach Brian Gimmil- 
laro] and watching his teams compete, so they 
would like to come and be a part of it.” 

The popularity of LBSU’s tournaments 
(more than 40 different schools have partici- 
pated since 2000, many of them more than 
once) has allowed the 49ers to spend signifi- 
cantly more time at home than on the road. 
According to Ulmer, LBSU has hosted more 
home matches than any school in the country 
other than Hawaii. 

“Any time you can sleep in your own bed, 
it’s a blessing,” Ulmer said. 

Scheduling teams for each tournament is 
just the start of the process. Once teams agree

to participate, Ulmer draws up a contract for 
each school in part to assist them with their 
stay and also to prevent no-shows. 

“We have different guarantees about what 
we're going to give them,” Ulmer said “We have 
to have a contract with every school that they’re 
going to come so that they don’t cancel at the 
last minute, and then we’re left in the dust.”

Ulmer said each school is on its own for 
travel expenses, but LBSU will sometimes 
help out with booking hotel rooms. He said 
LBSU is partnered with several local hotels, 
including the Holiday Inn in Long Beach and 
the Ayres in Seal Beach. These hotels are also 
used by visiting Big West Conference teams 
during LBSU homestands. 

“They’re used frequently,” he said. “For us, 
they try to help us out as much as they can to 


support our program.” 
Almost a year after ini- 
tial contact is made, schools 
travel to The Beach for the tournaments, 
which this year included the Long Beach State 
Mizuno Invitational, the Long Beach State/ 
LMU Invitational and the Long Beach State 
Baden Classic. Once tournament weekend 
starts, things aren’t much different from an 
average homestand. 

“The. biggest difference is that we have the 
neutral matches,” said Assistant Athletics Di- 
rector of Media Relations Roger Kirk, referring 
to tournament games not featuring the 49ers. 
“We have to play host for those, so that changes 
my role a little bit in terms of what I’m provid- 
ing because we don’t have any local media, and 
we’re strictly serving the teams in that case.” 

The 49er players and coaches will’ get the 
chance at a break this weekend while Oregon 
State and Prairie View A&M compete on the 
Pyramid’s palm tree floor, but Kirk, the rest 
of the media relations staff and much of the 
operations staff will still be hard at work. 

“Ordinarily it’s just putting on the game like 
we normally would,” Kirk said, “with live sta- 
tistics ... setting up everything for the officials 
and what they need for the on-court product.” 

Once the final point is scored in Saturday’s 
Baden Classic finale between LBSU and Prai- 
rie View A&M, Ulmer will get back to work 
scheduling teams for next year’s set of tour- 
naments. He has already got San Francisco on 
board to visit the Walter Pyramid in 2014 and 
is working on getting more high-profile teams 
to The Beach. 

“T’m still talking to a few, so I can’t say for 
sure,” Ulmer said. “But they’re good.” 

The Beach will likely host two tournaments 
next year, according to Ulmer. 

“Two years ago we did three, and this year 
we are,” he said. “It’s hard to get teams to 
come out every year.” 

Hosting multiple tournaments each year 
is far from the easiest option. Ulmer said it’s 
easier on him to travel but that it “benefits the 
greater population to host.” 

“T think we have one of the best home courts 
in the country, playing in the Pyramid,” Ulmer 
said. “We have one of the biggest attendanc- 
es on the West Coast, our fans are loyal and 
knowledgeable, and I know they enjoy when 
we bring in quality opponents. So we try to do 
that for them as much as possible.” 

The 49ers will start the Baden Classic on 
Friday with a match at 11 a.m. against Cal 
State Bakersfield. They will then take on 
Oregon State Friday night before ending the 
tournament against Prairie View A&M on 
Saturday night.
